MASS BUYING TO 
BE ENCOURAGED 
IN RELIEF WORK 


WASHINGTON (lP) — Monumental 
public works such as bridges and dams 
slipped out of the New Deal’s relief and 
recovery program today as President 
Roosevelt sought to stop a price rise 
in heavy industries and stimulate in- 
dustries that deal in every day wants, 
like bread and butter and shoes and 
stockings. 

By Mr. Roosevelt's announcement 
yesterday that the time has come to 
discourage government expenditures on 
“durable goods,” Works Progress Ad- 
ministrator Harry L. Hopkins became 
a favored leader of official economic 
thought. 


The President now favors spending 
relief funds almost entirely in wages 
in order to provide mass buying of 
‘consumers’ goods,” a principle long 
fostered by Hopkins. 

Hopkins has argued that money 
poured in at the top of the economic 
order will be dammed up in profits and 
charges which permit little spending 
cash to reach the man at the bottom.
